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Introduction 


The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
and Regulations are intended to promote 
public safety when dangerous goods are 
handled, offered for transport or transported 
in Canada. The regulations prescribe safety 
standards and safety requirements for the 
handling, offering for transport and transport- 
ing of dangerous goods and provide mech- 
anisms for communicating the relative degree 
and the nature of the hazard. 


The legislation is the result of a cooperative 
effort. Complementary federal, provincial and 
territorial legislation, developed in consulta- 
tion with industry, was enacted to consolidate 
a number of previously uncoordinated and 
separately administered acts and regulations. 


As a consequence, shipping requirements 
will be more uniform across the country as 
the Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
and Regulations apply to all types of dan- 
gerous goods and to all modes of transport. 
These regulations automatically prevail with 
respect to any inconsistencies with other 
federal regulations; where they are silent on 
any aspect, all applicable existing regulations 
still apply. This principle also applies in sev- 
eral of the provinces with respect to their 
provincial legislation. 


This publication provides a general outline of 
the responsibilities of those who offer for 
transport consignments of dangerous goods 
as defined in the Transportation of Danger- 
ous Goods Act and Regulations. It is 
designed for all those having the responsibi- 
lity under the law for classifying, preparing, 
packaging, handling and documenting dan- 
gerous goods for transport. 


This publication also applies to consignors 
and manufacturers of dangerous goods who 
are responsible under the law for ensuring 
the training and certification of employees; 
registering their firms with the Transport 
Dangerous Goods Directorate, Transport 
Canada; preparing Emergency Response 
Assistance Plans; reporting dangerous 
occurrences to the appropriate authorities; 
and who may wish to apply for permits of 
exception or for recognition of an equivalent 
standard. 


Leaflets accompanying this publication pro- 
vide further details on offering dangerous 
goods for transport by mode: air, marine, rail 
and road. 


Using the Regulations 


To facilitate the understanding of the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Regula- 
tions, the Canadian legislative writing style 
can be explained as follows. 


Parts 


Parts are composed of sections that relate to 
one concept. Parts are normally identified by 
a number in roman numerals: i.e. Part |, Part 
ll, Part XIV. 


Sections 


Sections are the main grid of the regulations. 
They are numbered using arabic numerals: 
i.e. 1, 6, 22. In legislative style they comprise 
a complete sentence and deal only with one 
topic. Where new sections are added through 
amendment and to avoid renumbering an 
entire Part, the new section may be identified 
by adding a decimalized digit after the pre- 
ceeding section number: i.e. Section 6 and 
Section 6.1 — the latter being the additional 
section. 


Subsections 


Where, within the same section, several 
related notions are to be conveyed, the 
section is divided into subsections. Subsec- 
tions also use arabic numerals but the 
numeral is between brackets: i.e. (1), (5). 
There are two methods of referring to these: 
subsection (5) of section 3 or simply subsec- 
tion 3(5). The latter is preferred for ease. 


Paragraphs 


If, within the same section or subsection, 
several qualifiers are required, these are 
expressed as paragraphs. Paragraphs are 
identified by lower case letters between 
brackets: i.e. (a), (6). Sections may in some 
cases be divided directly into paragraphs. 
Like subsections, the method of referring to 
them can be: paragraph (a) of subsection (5) 
of section 3 or paragraph 3(5)(a). 


Subparagraphs, sub-subparagraphs 


If qualifiers are required within a paragraph, 
they are expressed as subparagraphs, them- 
selves further divided into sub-subparagraphs 
(sometimes called clauses). Subparagraphs 
are numbered by using lower case letters to 
form roman numerals between brackets: i.e. 
(i), (ii), (x). Finally, sub-subparagraphs (or 


clauses) are identified by capital letters 
between brackets: i.e. (A), (B), (F). The same 
practice of reference as described for sub- 
sections and paragraphs applies to these 
items. 


EXAMPLE 


Part | 


1.1 Read as section 1 of Part | or simply 1.1 
1.2 (1) Read as subsection 2(1) 
(a) paragraph; 
(b) paragraph; 
(c) paragraph

Use of “and’/‘‘or” 


Several paragraphs, or subparagraphs or 
sub-subparagraphs are linked together 
by either of two words; namely, “and” or 
“or”. 


In the example above, in subsection (1), 
the subparagraphs in paragraph 1.2(1)(c) 
are linked by the word “and” which 
means that all three qualifiers of (i), (il) 
and (ili) work together. In the same sub- 
section, paragraphs 1.2(1)(a), (b), (c) and 
(d) are linked by the word “or” (placed at 
the end of subparagraph 1.2(1)(c)(iii)), 
which means that any of the qualifiers (a) 
or (b) or (c) or (d) are applicable 
independently. 


“Subject to” /“Notwithstanding”’ 


Subject to is normally used to modify the 
requirement expressed in a section, sub- 
section, etc. and usually refers to some 
other statement further down in the regu- 
lations. Notwithstanding usually negates 
a previous general statement for a parti- 
cular situation and makes the statement 
expressed after “notwithstanding” the 
one that stands.

What are Dangerous Goods

4.2 — A substance liable to spontaneous combustion 
when in contact with air or liable to spontaneous 
heating to the point where it ignites when in 
contact with air 


4.3 — A substance that on contact with water or water 
vapour emits flammable gas(es) 


Class 5 Oxidizing substances and organic peroxides 


5.1 — A substance which causes or contributes to the 
combustion of other material by yielding oxygen or 
other oxiding substances whether or not the 
substance itself is combustible 


5.2 — An organic compound that contains the bivalent 
“_O-O-” structure which is a strong oxidizing agent 
and may be liable to explosive decomposition or is 
sensitive to heat, shock or friction 


Class 6 Poisonous (toxic) substances and 
infectious substances 
6.1 — A solid or liquid that is poisonous through 


inhalation of its vapours, by skin contact or by 
ingestion 


6.2 — Organisms that are infectious or that are reasonably 
believed to be infectious to humans and animals 


Class 7 Radioactive materials 


Class 8 Corrosive substances 


Class 9 Miscellaneous products or substances 
9.1 — Miscellaneous dangerous goods 


9.2 — An environmentally hazardous substance 


9.3 — A dangerous waste 


of Consignors 


Manufacturers or consignors who offer 
dangerous goods for transport have a num- 
ber of operational responsibilities under the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act and 
Regulations. They are responsible for: 


O determining whether or not the goods 
handled or offered for transport are regulated 
dangerous goods (APPLICATION); 


O ensuring any dangerous goods handled or 
offered for transport are classified according 
to the regulations (CLASSIFICATION); 


UO properly documenting the dangerous 
goods (DOCUMENTATION); 


QO affixing the correct labels, signs and other 
safety marks and providing appropriate 
placards to the initial carrier (SAFETY 
MARKS); 


XO notifying various authorities, as prescribed 
in the regulations (NOTIFICATION); and 


CL] packaging dangerous goods in a manner 
that meets any established safety standards 


(PACKAGING). (NOTE: this Part of the regula- 


tions will be expanded in the future.) 


Application 


The Transportation of Dangerous Goods 
Regulations apply to all consignments of 
dangerous goods by any means of transport 
within Canada, whether or not the goods 
originate from or are destined for any place 
in Canada, except as specifically exempted 
by the regulations. 


Part Il of the regulations specifies when the 
regulations do and do not apply. There are 
two major categories: Prohibitions and 
Exemptions. 


Prohibitions 


The regulations absolutely prohibit the 
offering for transport of certain radioactive 
materials that are pyrophoric. There are also 
several conditional prohibitions. For example, 
consignors may not offer for transport dan- 
gerous goods that require a specified control 
temperature unless the container or vehicle 
can maintain the dangerous goods below 
that temperature. Prohibitions, full or condi- 
tional, can be found in Part Il as well as in 
other parts of the regulations, and in Sche- 
dules II and Ill. 


Exemptions 


Consignors should check Part Il to see 
whether the goods they offer for transport 
are totally or partially exempt from the regu- 
lations. Exemptions, partial or total, may be 
product specific, modal specific or both. 


Dangerous goods may be exempt from the 
regulations if they are in certain concentra- 
tion or form. For example: acetic acid is 
exempt if it is in concentrations not greater 
than 10 per cent by mass; or rubber scrap or 
rubber shoddy is exempt if it is in a form 
other than powdered or granulated. 


Products may also be exempt under speci- 
fied conditions such as dissolved gases in 
foods that are contained in any inner pack- 
aging other than aerosol; or they may be 
partially exempt from certain sections of the 
regulations if they meet certain conditions 
such as is the case with alcoholic beverages 
or samples taken for test purposes. 


There are also exemptions that are related 

specifically to the mode of transport. These 
will be highlighted in the information sheets 
on each of the modes that accompany this 

publication. 


Exemptions, partial and total, are found in 
Part Il as well as in other parts of the regu- 
lations and in Schedule Ill. 


Classification 


Unless the dangerous goods offered for 
transport are exempt, they must be classified 
as set out in Part Ill of the regulations. The 
class and division numbers communicate 
potential hazards. 


Manufacturers have the primary responsibi- 
lity for ensuring that the product or substance 
that is being handled or offered for transport 
is properly classified. Consignors, who are 
not manufacturers, shall use the original 
manufacturer’s Classification unless they 
have reason to believe it to be incorrect. In 
that case, they shall confirm the correct 
classification. 


An information sheet on classifying danger- 
ous goods is available from those listed at 
the end of this publication.

Documentation 


It is also the responsibility of the consignor to 
prepare an accurate and complete shipping 
document when offering dangerous goods for 
transport (Part lV and Schedule IV). A ship- 
ping document is handed over to the initial 
carrier by the consignor and must accompany 
the consignment throughout its journey. 


The shipping document may be any form of 
document except for consignments by air or 
of waste. In the case of an air shipment, refer 
to the information sheet on the air mode. 


Consignors shipping dangerous goods that 
are waste must complete a waste manifest 
(see Form | of Schedule IV), which has a 
waste manifest identification number that is 
unique for each consignment. The consignor 
must provide the manifest to the initial car- 
rier. AS well, the consignor must send a copy 
of the manifest to the authority of either the 
province or territory of origin or destination 
or, in the case of wastes being shipped out 
of the country, to the federal Minister of the 
Environment. 


A pamphlet on the manifest and how to 
complete it is available from the federal and 
provincial departments of the environment 
except in the Northwest Territories where it 
is available from the Department of Renew- 
able Resources; in the Yukon, from the 
Department of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs; and in Prince Edward Island, from the 
Department of Community Affairs. 


For dangerous goods other than waste, a 
shipping document number must be used for 
each consignment of dangerous goods 
unless the consignments are destined to the 
same consignee, have the same product 
identification number and are in bulk for road 
transport or in a unit train. Special conditions 
also apply for rail and road and these are 
referenced in the modal information sheets. 


Consignments of dangerous and non- 
dangerous goods may be documented on 
the same form provided the information 
required for the dangerous goods is either: 
listed first under the heading “Dangerous 
Goods”; the dangerous goods information is 
highlighted or printed in a colour contrasting 


the non-dangerous goods information; or 
preceded by the letter “X” opposite the ship- 
ping name in a column under the heading 
“DG”. 


This shipping document must contain the 
following information: 


CL] the name and address of the consignor 
and consignee; 


O the name of the initial carrier and in the 
case of rail, the unit number of the rail vehicle 
into which the dangerous goods are to be 
loaded; 


0 a description of the dangerous goods in 
the following order: 


- the shipping name of the dangerous goods; 

- the primary classification and for Class 1 — 
Explosives, the compatibility group; 

- every subsidiary classification in paran- 
thesis; 

- the product identification number; 

- the letter “E” or “I” if applicable (see Sche- 
dule Il, List Il, column Ill); and 

- the packing group except packing group 
aXe 

QO special information relating to rail or 

marine shipments (See appropriate modal 

information sheet); 


CL] where a summary of an emergency res- 
ponse plan has been filed with the Director 
General, Transport Dangerous Goods Direc- 
torate, the words “Summary of emergency 
response plan” or the abbreviation “ERP” 
followed by the Transport Canada reference 
number assigned by the Director General 
and the 24-hour emergency telephone 
number that will activate the plan; 


XO the total mass or volume of each of the 
dangerous goods and the number of pack- 
ages if applicable; 


L] if the consignment is Class 1 — Explo- 
sives, the net explosive quantity; 


QO any required special instructions; 


XC) a 24-hour emergency telephone number 
for the consignor or manufacturer or 
CANUTEC’s telephone number if the con- 
signor has filed information requested by 
CANUTEC; 


0 an identification of the type and number of 
placards and orange panels, if any, required; 
and 


U0 the number and letters that identify any 
permits or protective directions that are 
applicable to the consignment. 


For certain classes of dangerous goods 
such as Class 6.2 — infectious substances 
and Class 7 — radioactive materials, further 
information on the shipping document is 
required. 


Under certain conditions, the information 
required on a shipping document may be dif- 
ferent from that explained above. Examples 
are: consumer commodities and limited 
quantities; multiple deliveries from a tank 
truck, tank trailer or of gas cylinders; and 
collection and transportation of crude oil or 
condensate from oil wells by road vehicles 
(Part IV 4.12(1) (2) and 4.12.1). As well, under 
very special circumstances, the shipping 
document may contain information different 
from that explained above for Classes 1, 4 
and 5 (Part IV 4.13 and 4.14). 


Additional documents may also be required 
for certain classes of dangerous goods or for 
certain modes of transport. 


After completing and signing all required 
documents, the consignor must pass a copy 
of all documents to the initial carrier and 
retain his copies for two years. 


Safety Marks 


The regulations specify the dimensions, 
shape and colour of safety marks, along with 
the figures, words and class numbers that 
must appear on them in order to identify 
dangerous goods and communicate the 
nature of the hazard they represent (Part V). 
The regulations also specify the location of 
safety marks. 


It is the responsibility of the consignor to cor- 
rectly display the appropriate safety marks 
on packages, cylinders and small containers 
and to see that the correct orange panels 
and placards are delivered or caused to be 
delivered to the initial carrier. 


An information sheet on Safety Marks is 
available from the contacts listed at the end 
of this publication. 


Notification 
Operational 


Consignors have the responsibility of notifying 
certain authorities or persons when shipping 
dangerous goods that are explosives, infec- 
tious substances or radioactive materials. 


For instance, when shipping explosives, the 
consignor must notify the carrier and the 
operator of any intermediate handling facility 
of the shipping name, product identification 
number and the quantity of explosives to be 
transported along with the name and address 
of the consignee. As well, the consignor 
must receive confirmation from the carrier, 
the operator of the intermediate handling 
facility and the consignee that they are all 
prepared to receive the consignment. 


lf a consignor discovers that all or part of a 
consignment of dangerous goods of Class 1, 
of Division 2 of Class 6, or of Class 7, has 
been lost, stolen or misplaced, he or she 
must immediately notify the local police. In 
the case of dangerous goods which are 
included in Division 2 of Class 6, the person 
shall also report to the Canadian Transport 
Emergency Centre (CANUTEC) at (613) 
996-6666. 


Dangerous Occurrence 


If the consignor discovers a dangerous 
occurrence, the appropriate authority listed 
in column II of Table Il to Part IX must be 
called along with other authorities listed at 
Section 9.13 (a) to (g). 


Packaging 


Dangerous goods offered for transport in 
Canada must comply with a number of 
packaging requirements set out in the regu- 
lations. All dangerous goods are assigned to 
a packing group which can be found under 
column VII of List Il in Schedule Il. The pack- 
ing group numbers are based upon the 
degree of hazard.

Packing Group 


Schedule VIII provides details on the sizes of 
inner and outer packagings when transport- 
ing limited quantities of dangerous goods or 
dangerous goods that are consumer 
commodities. 


Part VII (7.9) specifies that all dangerous 
goods in Class 7 (radioactive materials) must 
be packaged in accordance with the Trans- 
port Packaging of Radioactive Materials 
Regulations. 


Where the regulations are silent on pack- 
aging or containment requirements, all 
applicable existing regulations continue to 


apply. 


Administrative/Employer 


Responsibilities 


Consignors or manufacturers who offer 
dangerous goods for transport have a num- 
ber of administrative or employer responsibi- 
lities under the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Act and Regulations. They are res- 
ponsible for: 


CL) developing an emergency response 
assistance plan when required and filing a 
summary of it; 


QO ensuring that employees are trained for 
their respective duties; 


O registering with the Director General, 
Transport Dangerous Goods Directorate, if 
they manufacture or import dangerous 
goods; 


QO recognizing and reporting any accidents 
or dangerous occurrences to the appropriate 
authority. 


Emergency Response Assistance Planning 


When shipping specified quantities of certain 
dangerous goods listed in Part! or Part Il of 
Schedule XIl, the consignor must submit to 
the Director General, Transport Dangerous 
Goods Directorate, Transport Canada, a 
summary of an emergency response assis- 
tance plan which outlines their capability to 
deal with an emergency involving their pro- 
duct(s) and the means to activate the plan. 


Training 


The regulations state that no person shall 
handle, offer for transport or transport dan- 
gerous goods unless they are trained or 
working under the direct supervision of a 
person who has been trained. 


The employer must be satisfied that his 
employees have received adequate training 
in the duties they will perform and must 
ensure they have been issued a certificate of 
training. Recognized certificates, licenses 
and authorizations from other authorities 
may also be acceptable. 


The employee is required under the regula- 
tions to produce a certificate if requested to 
do so by an inspector. Employers who issue 
certificates of training shall retain a copy on 


file for two years beyond the date of expira- 
tion. A broad statement of the various areas 
of training is set out in Part IX of the regula- 
tions at Section 9.7. 


Registration 


Many manufacturers or importers of danger- 
ous goods are required to register with the 
Director General of the Transport Dangerous 
Goods Directorate using Form 1 in Schedule 
IX if they offer for transport or import into 
Canada dangerous goods in bulk or in quan- 
tities exceeding 500 kg. 


Manufacturers or importers who hold licenses 
under the Explosives Act or the Atomic 
Energy Control Act or whose products are 
registered under the Pest Control Products 
Act are exempt from this registration. 


The manufacturer or importer must provide 
this information once every five years after 
the first registration or once every calendar 
year in which there is a change in the infor- 
mation previously submitted. 


Reporting 


Employers of persons who have the charge, 
management or control of dangerous goods 
at the time of: 


XC the discovery of a dangerous occurrence; 


0 an accident involving death or serious 
injury; 

O discovery of damage to the integrity of any 
pressurized means of containment; 


0 the suspicion that a container has suffered 
damage to its integrity due to impact, stress 
or fatigue; or 


0 the misplacement, loss or theft of a con- 
signment of dangerous goods in Class 1 or 
Class 7, 


shall, within 30 days, notify the Director 
General, Transport Dangerous Goods Direc- 
torate with the information required in Form 
2, set out in Schedule IX of the regulations.

The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
provides (at subsection 27(1)) that the Minister 
or a designated person may issue a permit 
authorizing the handling, offering for trans- 
port or transporting of dangerous goods ina 
manner that does not comply with the regu- 
lations, providing that he or she has satisfied 
the Minister or his designated person that 
such manner provides a level of safety at 
least equivalent to that provided by compli- 
ance with the Act and regulations. 


In this case, a person may apply for a permit 
for equivalent level of safety as set out in the 
regulations in Part XI and in Form | of 
Schedule X. 


The Minister or a designated person may 
also issue a permit for exception under 
paragraph 3(3)(c) of the Act when an appli- 
cation is made in accordance with Part Xl 
and in Form 2 of Schedule X. 


Protective Direction 


The Minister or a person designated by the 
Minister, may issue a protective direction to 
cease handling, offering for transport or 
transporting dangerous goods or to carry it 
on in the manner directed. This may be done 
under Section 28 of the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Act where it is considered 


necessary for the protection of public safety, 
property or the environment in any case not 
already provided for by the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Act and Regulations. 
Consignors or manufacturers must comply 
with any protective direction that is issued.
